This  second  directory  of  architectviral  research  centers  is  an 
expansion  of  the  original  volume  published  by  the  Council  of  Plan- 
ning Ubrarians  in  July  1971  (C.P.L.  Exchange  Bibliography  #199). 
In  response  to  the  first  directory,  many  centers  that  were  inad- 
vertently omitted  responded  to  the  author's  request  for  informa- 
tion concerning  their  operation.  This,  coupled  vath  new  informa- 
tion on  architectural  research  centers,  lead  to  the  development  of 
a  second  volume.  The  intent  of  this  volume,  as  irdth  the  first, 
was  twofold:  first,  to  locate  and  identify  centers  engaged  in 
architectural  and  architecturally-oriented  research;  and  second, 
to  inquire  as  to  each  center's  major  research  concerns  and  to  the 
availability  of  publications  and  research  reports.  " 

Due  to  tne  varied  nature  of  architectural  research,  there  is 
no  attempt  to  discrindnate  against  any  particular  area  of  research. 
Because  of  this,  the  centers  listed  here  represent  the  full  range 
of  current  architectural  research.  Those  centers  conducting  man- 
environment  studies  research,  as  well  as  those  conducting  building 
science,  technology  and  construction  research  are  included.  The 
directory  is  annotated  to  make  allowance  for  these  differences  in 
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research  concerns.  This  easily  indentifies  each  individual  center 
and  the  research  in  which  it  is  involved.  An  index-is  provided 
and  is  organized  by  research  subject  areas  to  enable  those  inter- 
ested in  one  particular  research  area  to  identify  the  centers  engag- 
ed in  that  area. 

There  are  three  sections  to  this  directory.  They  are:  (1) 
centers  engaged  in  architectural  research,  (2)  periodicals  con- 
taining information  concerning  architectural  research  and  (3) 
directories  containing  additional  architectural  research  center 
information.  The  architectural  research  center  section  includes 
the  name,  location  and  major  research  concerns  for  each  center 
listed.  The  index  at  the  end  of  this  section  lists  centers  ac- 
cording to  research  subject  areas.  The  periodical  section  lists 
newsletters,  journals  and  periodicals  regularly  containing  research 
resiilts  and  research-oriented  information.  The  directory  section 
accomplishes  two  things.  It  gives  references  for  locating  addi- 
tional research  centers  and  organizations  not  contained  in  this 
directory,  and  it  contains  directories  naming  individuals  engaged 
in  various  aspects  of  architectural  research.  Each  entry  in  the 
three  sections  is  annotated  with  a  more  detailed  description  of 
its  organization  and  content. 

The  author  would  appreciate  information  concerning  any  archi- 
tectural research  center,  periodical  or  directory  not  appearing  in 
either  volume  of  this  directory.  He  would  also  like  to  thank  those 
individuals  and  organizations  that  kindly  gave  the  information 
from  which  this  directory  was  developed.

The  centers  are  organized  into  three  categories:  (1)  Univer- 
sity based  centers  in  the  U.S.,  (2)  Non-university  based  centers 
in  the  U.S.,  and  (3)  Foreign  research  centers  by  country.  Each 
category  is  assigned  a  code  number  series,  and  each  center  is  as- 
signed a  code  number.  The  code  number  series  are  assigned  as  fol- 
lows : 

University  based  centers  in  the  U.S.  -  100  series. 
Non-university  based  centers  in  the  U.S.  -  200  series. 
Foreign  research  centers  by  country  -  300  series. 

The  code  numbers  for  the  individual  centers  have  two  purposes. 
The  first  is  for  identiUcation  of  the  center  and  the  category  in- 
to v?hich  it  is  classified.  Secondly,  it  eases  the  indexing  prob- 
lem. The  "Index  of  Research  Concerns"  found  at  the  end  of  the  cen- 
ter listings  contains  the  major  research  concerns  for  all  the  cen- 
ters. The  centers  are  then  listed  by  their  code  number  after  all 
the  research  concerns  in  which  the  center  is  engaged.  This  allov/s 
those  interested  in  one  aspect  of  research  to  isolate  easily  those 
centers  engaged  in  that  particular  aspect.
